to amend the Kerala Labour Welfare Fund Act, 1975 . 

Preamble.- WHEREAS it is expedient to amend the Kerala Labour 
Welfare Fund Act, 1975 , for the purposes hereinafter appearing ; 

BE it enacted in the Thirty-fifth Yearof the Republic of India as follows: 

1. Short title and commencement.- ( 1) This Act may be called the Kerala 
Labour Welfare Fund (Amendment) Act, 1984 . 

(2 ) Section 5 shall be deemed to have come into force on the 1st day 
of January, 1983 and the remaining provisions of this Act shall be deemed to 
have come into force on the 25th day of February , 1984 . 

2. Amendment of section 2. - In section 2 of the Kerala Labour Welfare 
Fund Act, 1975 (11 of 1977) (hereinafter referred to as the principal Act), 

(1) in clause (d ), 
(a ) in sub - clause (i) - 

(i) in the opening paragraph , for the words " for a period of one 
hundred and fifty days in an year " , the words " for an aggregate period of not 
less than thirty days during the preceding twelve months ” shall be substituted ; 

(ü ) in item (B ), for the words " seven hundred and fifty rupees” , 
the words " one thousand and five hundred rupees" shall be substituted . 

(b ) the Explanation at the end shall be omitted ; 
(2) in clause (f), 

(a ) for sub -clause ( iii), the following sub-clause shall be substituted , 
namely : 

" (iii ) any land used for growing tea , rubber, coffee , cardamom , 
oil palm or cocoa, in which ten or more persons are employed or were employed 
in any day of the preceding twelve months;” ; 
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(b ) in sub -clause (iv ), - 

(i) after the word , brackets and figure " clause (4 )” , the words, 
brackets and figure " or any shop within the meaning of clause (15 )” shall be 
inserted ; 

(ii) the provisos shall be omitted , 
3. Amendment of section 3.- In sub -section (2) of section 3 of the principal 
Act, 

(i) in clause (b ) for the words, figures and brackets " Standing 
Order 20 of the Model Standing Orders issued under the Kerala Industrial 
Employment (Standing Orders) Rules, 1947” , the words, figures and brackets 
“ Standing Order 17 of the Model Standing Orders issued under the Kerala 
Industrial Employment (Standing Orders) Rules, 1958 " shall be substituted ; 

( ii ) clause ( e) shall be omitted . 
4. Substitution of new section for section 14.- For section 14 of the principal 
Act, the following section shall be substituted , namely : 

" 14. Interest on the employers and employees contributions, unpaid accu 
mulations or fines after notice of demand.- ( 1) If an employer does not pay to the 
Fund any amount of the employers and employees contributions due under 
section 15 before the date specified in that section or does not pay to the Board 
any amount of the unpaid accumulations or fines realised from the employees 
within the time specified by or under this Act, the Commissioner may serve 
or cause to be served on such employer a notice to pay the amount within the 
period specified therein , which shall not be less than thirty days from the date 
of service of such notice . 


. 


(2 ) If the employer fails, withoutreasonable cause, to pay the amount 
specified in a notice issued under sub-section (1 ) within the period specified 
therein ,he shall be liable to pay, in addition to that amount, to the Fund or the 
Board , as the case may be,by way of penalty, simple interest at the rate of nine 
per cent per annum from the date on which the amount fell due: 

Provided that the Governmentmay, subject to such conditions as may be 
prescribed , remit the whole or any part of the penalty in respect ofany period ." . 

5. Amendment of section 15. - In section 15 of the principal Act, in sub 
section (1) for the words " fifty paise" and " one rupee " , the words " one 
rupee " and " two rupees” shall respectively be substituted . 

6 . Insertion of new section 28A . - Aſter section 28 of the principal Act, 
the following section shall be inserted , namely : 

“ 28A . Penalties for other offences.— (1) Whoever contravenes , or makes 
default in complying with any of the provisions of this Act or of any rules or

regulations made thereunder shall, if no penalty is provided in section 28 for 
such contravention or default , be punishable with imprisonment for a term 
which may extend to six months,or with fine which may extend to five hundred 
rupees, or with both . 

(2) A court while passing a judgment convicting a person under sub 
section (1) for making default in the payment of any amount due to the Fund 
or the Board shall also order that such amount be recovered from such person 
as if it were a fine imposed by such court and paid to the Fund or the Board , 
as the casemay be" . 

7. Amendment of section 29.- In sub -section (1) of section 29 of the prin 
cipal Act, for the words" except on a complaintby, or with the previous sanction 
in writing of, the Commissioner" , the words " except on a complaintmade by an 
Inspector with the previous sanction in writing of the Commissioner " shall be 
substituted . 


8. Amendment of section 31. - In section 31 of the principal Act, 

(a ) for the words " the date on which the offence is alleged to have 
been committed ” , the words " the date which the offence came to the notice 
of the Inspector" shall be substituted ; 

(b ) the following proviso shall be inserted at the end, namely : 
" Provided that no court shall take cognizance of an offence punishable 
by or under this Act after the expiry of three years from the date on which 
the offence is alleged to have been committed " 

9. Repeal and saving.- (1) The Kerala Labour Welfare Fund (Amend 
ment) Ordinance, 1984 (18 of 1984 ), is hereby repealed. 

(2 ) Notwithstanding such repeal, anything done or any action taken 
under the principal Act as amended by the said Ordinance shall be deemed to 
have been done or taken under the principal Act as amended by this Act. 


STATEMENT OF OBJECTS AND REASONS 


A Sub Committee appointed by the Kerala Labour Welfare Fund Board 
submitted a report to the Board suggesting certain amendments to the 
Kerala Labour Welfare Fund Act, 1975. The Board examined the proposals 
and suggested certain amendments to the Kerala Labour Welfare Fund Act, 
1975. These suggestions were examined by the Government and it was 
considered necessary to effect certain amendments to the Kerala Labour 
Welfare Fund Act, 1975 (11 of 1977 ), for the efficient administration of the 
Act. 


2. As the proposed amendments were for the purpose of the efficient 
administration of the Kerala Labour Welfare Fund Act, 1975 and had to 


be given effect to immediately and as the Legislative Assembly was not in 
session , the Kerala Labour Welfare Fund (Amendment) Ordinance, 1984 
(18 of 1984),was promulgated by the Governor on the 23rd day of February, 
1984, to achieve the above object. 

3. The Bill seeks to replace Ordinance No. 18 of 1984 by an Act of 
the State Legislature. The Notes on clauses explain the various provisions 
in the Bill. 


FINANCIAL MEMORANDUM 


The Bill if enacted and brought into operation would not involve any 
expenditure from the Consolidated Fund of the State. 


MEMORANDUM REGARDING DELEGATED LEGISLATION 


The proviso to sub -section (2) of new section 14 as proposed to be sub 
stituted by clause 4 of the Bill seeks to empower the Government to remit 
the whole or any part of the penalty in respect of any period subject to such 
conditions as may be prescribed . 

2. The matter mentioned above is of a routine or administrative 
nature . The delegation of legislative power is thus, of a normal character.

Preamble. - WHEREAS it is necessary to provide for the withdrawal 
of certain sums from and out of the Consolidated Fund of the State of 
Kerala for the services of a part of the financial year commencing on the 
first day of April, 1984 ; 

BE it enacted in the Thirty-fifth Year of the Republic of India as 
follows: 

1. Short title. This Act may be called the Kerala Appropriation 
( Vote on Account) Act , 1984. 

2. Withdrawal of Rs. 5,70,17,46,100 from and out of the 
Consolidated Fund of the State of Kerala for the financial year 
commencing on the first day of April, 1984. – From and out of the 
Consolidated Fund of the State of Kerala there may be paid and applied 
sums not exceeding those specified in column (3) of the Schedule 
amounting in the aggregate to the sum of five hundred and seventy crores , 
seventeen lakhs, forty-six thousand and one hundred 

rupees towards 
defraying the several charges which will come in course of payment 
during the financial year commencing on the first day of April, 1984 , 
in respect of the services and purposes specified in column (2) of the 
Schedule . 


3. Appropriation. The sums authorised to be paid and applied 
from and out of the Consolidated Fund of the State of Kerala by this Act 
shall be appropriated for the services and purposes specified in the 
Schedule in relation to the said year.

Preamble. — WHEREAS it is expedient further to amend the 
Kerala Civil Courts Act, 1957, for the purpose hereinafter appearing ; 

BE it enacted in the Thirty - fifth Year of the Republic of India 
as follows : 

1. Short title. — This Act may be called the Kerala Civil Courts 
(Amendment) Act, 1984 . 


2. Amendment of section 11. - In sub -section (2 ) of section 11 
of the Kerala Civil Courts Act , 1957 ( 1 of 1957 ) (hereinafter 
referred to as the principal Act ), for the words " Five thousand 
rupees" , the words " Fifteen thousand rupees " shall be, and shall 
be deemed to have been , substituted with effect from the 6th day 
of September, 1983. 

3. Amendment of section 13. - In sub -section ( 1 ) of section 13 
of the principal Act, for the words " ten thousand rupees" , the 
words " twenty - five thousand rupees” shall be, and shall be deeined 
to have been , substituted with effect from the 6th day of January, 
1984 . 

4. Repeal and saving.- ( 1) The Kerala Civil Courts (Amend 
ment ) Ordinance, 1984 (ģ of 1984 ), is hereby repealed . 

( 2 ) Notwithstanding such repeal, anything done or deemed 
to have been done or any action taken or deemed to have been 
taken under the principal Act as amended by the said Ordinance 
shall be deemed to have been done or taken under the principal Act 
as amended by this Act. 


STATEMENT OF OBJECTS AND REASONS 


The pecuniary jurisdiction of the Munsiff s Courts in the 
State was fixed at Rs. 5,000 years ago. Since then , the value of 
land and other subject matter of dispute has increased considerably 
and consequently disputes which otherwise could have been dealt 
with by Munsiff s Courts are taken to the Sub Courts for decision . 
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This in turn reduces the workload of the Munsiſts and increases 
that of Sub Judges causing inconvenience and hardship to the 
public especially in places where there are no Sub Courts. It was, 
therefore, proposed to enhance the pecuniary jurisdiction of 
Munsiff s Court to Rs. 15,000 by amending the Kerala Civil Courts 
Act, 1957. Though a Bill for the purpose was published as Seventh 
Kerala Legislative Assembly Bill No. 18 , the same could not be 
introduced in , and passed by, the Legislative Assembly for want 
of time. 

2. Since the Legislative Assembly was not in session and as 
it was considered necessary to give effect to the proposed amend 
ment immediately in the interest of administration of justice the 
Kerala Civil Courts (Amendment) Ordinance, 1983 ( 31 of 1983) , 
was promulgated by the Governor on the 5th day of September, 
1983 , for the purpose . 

3. Under sub - section ( 1 ) of section 13 of the Kerala Civil 
Courts Act, 1957, the pecuniary limit for the appellate jurisdiction 
of a District Court from the original orders and decrees of a 
Subordinate Judge s Court is Rs. 10,000. Consequent on the 
enhancement of the pecuniary jurisdiction of the Munsiff s Court 
from Rs. 5,000 to Rs. 15,000 no suit the amount or value of the 
subject matter of which is less than Rs. 10,000 will be filed in 
the Subordinate Judge s Court. It is, therefore considered neces 
sary , to enhance the pecuniary limit for appellate jurisdiction of 
a District Court also from the original orders and decrees of a 
Subordinate Judge s Court from Rs. 19,000 to Rs. 25,000. 

A Bill to replace the said Ordinance with the above modification , 
though published as Seventh Kerala Legislative Assernbly Bill 
No. 89, the same could not be introduced in , and passed by , the 
Legislative Assembly during its session which commenced on the 
25th day of November , 1983 and ended on the 20th day of December , 
1933. In order to keep alive the provisions of the said Ordinance , 
the Governor has promulgated the Kerala Civil Courts (Amendment) 
Ordinance , 1984 19 of 1984 ) , on the 5th day of January , 1984 , 
containing the same provisions as in the Seventh Kerala Legislative 
Assembly Bill No. 89. The Bill seeks to replace Ordinance 9 of 
1984 by an Act of the State Legislature .
